. President 
Cleveland is considering 


the financial portion of his annual mes- 
sage to confjfress. 
He has been in con- 


sultation with Secretary Carlisle and 
Postmaster (Jeucral Wilson regarding 
the prospective revenues and expenses 
of the government, as well as the re- 
forms that are necessary to the pres- 
ent monetary system, and his hist an- 
imal messag-e to congress will discuss 
these matters in detail. 


The president will as heretofore rec- 


ommend the retirement of the legal 
tender notes of the government, so as 
to take the government out of the 
banking business and make it impos- 
sible for speculators 
to drain 
the 


treasury of gold by means of an end- 
less chain of greenbacks and Sherman 
notes, which must be reissued as fast 
as they arc redeemed. 
In order to 


avoid any contraction of the currency 
it is part of the administration's plan 
to have this redemption,of legal tend- 
ers accompanied by amendments' to 
the banking laws: so as to enable the 
banks to issue a 
larger volume of 


currency, 
which. 
they 
will 
be 


compelled 
to 
redeem 
in 
gold, 


on demand. Whether the 
president 


will make any recommendations re- 
garding increased revenues is uncertain 
but he will thoroughly discuss the 
revenue situation and will doubtless 
take occasion to point out that the 
principal reason for the failure of the 
present tariff law to produce sullicient 
revenue is that it has been in operation 
during a period of great business de- 
pression, when the conntrv was under 
the constant threat of a depreciated 
currency. 
' Although an effort is to be made to 
pass the Ding-ley tarifl' bill through 
the senate at the coming session, there 
is great difference of opinion among 
republicans as to the wisdom of this 
policy.

can Bimetallic union, who constitute 
tho bulk of tho silver loaders in tho 
three p:\rites, have decided to maintain 
headquarters in Washington city, from 
which to send out literature. 
The 


branch oflico at Chicago will bo consol- 
idated with tho Washington oflico, but 
the San Francisco branch is to be con- 
tinued. At tho request of the directors, 
General A. J. Warner, the president of 
the nuiou, has issmed the following ad- 
dress to tho Silver leagues aud Bi- 
metallic unions of tho United States: 


"Silver has lost in this election, but 


the battle for the overthrow of the gold 
standard has not ended. The disas- 
trous consequences that most attend 
upon the continuance of this standard 
make it impossible to relinquish tho 
struggle against it until it is finally 
overthrown. 


"The gold standard cannot be mam 


tained by increasing revenues, because 
revenues are not paid iu gold. The at 
tempt to maintain tho gold standard by 
perpetual loans must also sooner o 
later fail. 
The only other way is by 


contracting the currency and forcing 
down prices so low that gold will come 
here of itself in such quantities as to 
constitute, in part at least, the cur- 
rency with which revenues are paid, 
and no debtor nation can long main- 
tain such a policy. Either course, 
therefore, leads to inevitable ruin; tho 
one by bankrupting the government, 
and the other by bankrupting the peo- 
ple. 
Either policy will subject the 


United States absolutely to British 
domination, aud hence the rejoicing of 
the British press over the defeat of sil- 
ver here. 


"The victory of gold is a victory of 


trusts and syndicated wealth, brought 
about by corruption and coercion, and 
not a victory of the people, or for the 
people, and'it cannot last. There must 
be an'end also to the'constant apprecia- 
tion of money. The appreciation of 
money alone, if allowed to go ou at tho 


Mr. Bryan in the Coming Days. 
Mr. Bryan, in his letter to. a leading 


New York house declining its attorney- 
hip at a salary of $25,000 a year, as 
veil as in his letter properly addressed 
,o the bimetallists of the United States, 
very clearly sets forth his mission for 
;he coming years until the sense of the 
people is again taken on gold and sil- 
ver. "During the next four years," he 
wrote the New York firm, "I expect to 
devote as much lime as possible to tho 
advocacy of free silver," and therefore 
declines the $25,000 professional offer. 
In his letter to the bimetallists of the 
United States, which is remarkable in 
temper and style, he declares that in 
the late canvass the people "who have 
laid the foundation for future success 
will be remembered as pioneers when 
victory has at last been achieved." 
Before 1900 "international bimetal- 
lism," he claims, will have ceased to 
deceive, the trusts will be understood 
as a public danger and the evil effects 
of the gold standard will be more ap- 
jaorent than they are now. Therefore 
38 advises "in the face of an enemy 
rejoicing iu its victory let the roll be 
called for the next engagement and urge 
all friends of bimetallism to renew 
their allegiance to the cause. 
If we 


are right, as I believe we are, we shall 
yet triumph. Until convinced of his 
error, let each advocate of bimetallism 
continue the work. Let all silver clubs 
retain their organization, hold regular 
meetings 
and circulate literature." 


William J. Bryan will be the accepted 
leader. No one to dispute his claim 
to that honor and duty. The Demo- 
cratic party will rally about him as it 
did about Jackson when he went down

The Season for Killing Oniill la Open But 


Where Are the Hirda? 


The quail season opened in this state 


Tuesday, November 10, and will con- 
tinue until December 15. Local hunt- 
ers are making great preparations for 
the season's sporfc, and while the birds 
are reported as being plentiful in some 
sections, it is stated in other localities 
that they are scarce as they well could 
be. The open season for rufled grouse 
aiid wild turkeys continues between 
the above dates. 


Prairie chickens, rabbits, squirrel 


and doves may be hunted from Sep- 
tember 1 to December 15; woodcocks, 
July 4 to November 15; snipes, rails, 
kill-deers, plovers, coots, ruudhens or 
wild ducks, September 1 to April 10; 
(dncks can only be killed between the 
hours of 6 o'clock in the forenoon and 
5 o'clock in the afternoon;) dncks shall 
not be hunted on Sunday, Monday and 
Tuesday of any week between Septem- 
ber 1 an:l April 10; turkeys, October 1 
to December 15 ; Sunday hunting pro- 
hibited at all times; disturbing pigeon 
roosts or discharging any firearm at 
any wild pigeon within one-half mile 
of a wild pigeon roost prohibited;

Norfolk & Western railway, extending 
from Cologrove to Columbus, a dis 
tance of 131 miles, was sold at the pas- 
senger depot in this city this afternoon 
at 1 o'clock by Receiver Henry Fink. 
It was bid in by Joseph I. Doraii, gen- 
eral solicitor for the railroad, for the 
reorganization committee of the bond- 
holders for §110,000. There were uo 
other bidders. 


Receiver Fink came to Portsmouth 


about noon on his special train of two 
coaches, hanled'by engine 511.J This 
train is used for no other purpose Jthan 
to haul the officials of the road. 
On 


the train besides Major Fink, were 
General Manager Joseph H. Sands. J. 
I. Doran, general solicitor for the N. & 
W., Mr. Willoughby, of Cincinnati, 
who looks after the Ohio interests of 
the railroad, Jospoh Robinson, superin- 
tendent of the Scioto Valley division, 
and Train Master J. \V. Campbell. 


The sale took place promptly at oue 


o'cock in the gentlemen's waiting room 
of the passenger depot. Receiver Fink ' 
announced 
that everything was in 


ceadiness to sell the road and Mr. Wil- 
longhby road the legal notice ordering 
the road sold. 
This was published in 


the Times. 
When he hud concluded 


reading, Mr. Willoughby 'announced 
that the receiver would insist on the 
names of all bidders being disclosed 
and the authority of the agent shown 
and that the right was reserved to re- 
ject any bids not doomed satisfactory. 
At this point Attorney Oscar Newman 
made inquiry concerning a claim of 
the Portsmouth National bank against 
the road, now in the Franklin county 
courts. 
He was informed that provis- 


ion had boon made for this claim. 


J 
Receiver Fink announced that ho 


was ready to receive bids. 
Mr. Doran 


then stepped forward and said that ho 
desired to bid for the Norfolk & West- 
ern railway company. He paseutod his 
cedeutials, u guarantee check on the 
Fourth National bank of New York for 
§10,000, a cetiflcnto from the United 
States distict court of Virginia for 
claims of the Norfolk & Western rail- 
way company against the property for 
§28,000,000, which could be applica- 
ble as purchased money. 
He also pre- 


sented a certificate from the secretary 
of the state of Ohio showing that the 
N. & W. company had always com- 
plied with the laws of the stato, and a 
certificate from the treasurer of the N. 
& W. company in reference to the 
liens, etc., on the road. No oue else 
offered to bid for the road. 
Gen. 


Thomas E Powell and Hon. Dan J. 
Ryan, of Columbus, wore present and 
it was reported that they wore to bid 
for rival roads. It developed, how- 
ever, that they were present in the in- 
terests of the N. & W. company. 


Mr. Djrau then bid 5110,000 for tho 


road, this buing $10,000 more than the 
minimum price Cor which tho road 
could sell. 
There being no other bids 


the division was declared sold to tho 
N. & W. railway company. This price 
seems nominal, but it must bo romem- 
hered that there is a mortgaged indebt- 
edness on the road of over $5,000,000.
